Suit to oust Charles J. Dyer 
from the Board of Education on 
grounds of gross misconduct was 
filed today in circuit court. The 
action was brought by 44 per- 
sons, most of whom are mem- 
bers of the Citizens Association 
fer the Public Schools. 

The suit, on which a hearing 
will be held Oct. 27 in the court 
of William H. Killoren, also seeks 
a court order requiring Dyer to 
repay money allegedly . wasted 
by him in having school board 
employes work at his home and 
on other property. Also sought 
is an injunction prohibiting him 
from using school employes in a 
similar manner again. 

In their petition, the plaintiffs 
charged that Dyer “wrongfully 
and improperly caused employes 
of the building department of the 
Board of Education to repair, 
paint and rehabilitate his home 
at 4555 Holly place, and other 
property owned by. him, prop- 
érty owned by corporafions in 


_Which he had an interest, and 


property owned by others.” 

The actions alleged in the pe- 
tition took place “at varying 
times from April 1953” to the 
present, it was stated. 

, Coercion Charged. 

The petition said the employes 
performed the work 
by Dyer “because they believed 
and feared that if they refused 
to do what he requited, they 
would be demoted, suspended or 
fired.”’ 

In addition to accusing him of 
gross misconduct in the use of 


employes “with full knowledge” 
that others acting on his behalf 
had coerced the employés to 
make the contributions. 

The campaign in which the al- 
leged coercion took place was 
the successful one he conducted 
for re-election to the board in 
April 1959.

NEW YORK, Oct. 11 (UPI)— 
An Estonian crewman on Soviet 
Premier Khrushchev’s private 
liner Baltika jumped ship yes- 


}terday and asked for political 


asylum in the United States. 


The defector was identified in 
a copyrighted story in the New 
York Daily News as First Class 
Oiler Victor Jaanimets, 29 years 
old. The News said Jaanimets 
slipped away. from four of his 
crewmates when on shore leave 
and now is under protection of 
the International Rescue and Re- 
lief Committee. 

Baltika crewmen have been 
allowed to go ashore daily since 
the small, white-hulled liner, 
formerly named the Vyacheslav 
M.- Molotov, docked here Sept. 
19. Most of them spent their 
time shopping or, souvenir-hunt- 
ing, and until yesterday all re- 
turned to the ship by 6 p.m.

THE CENTRIFUGE process 
was studied in World War II but 
discarded in favor of the gaseous 
diffusion process. Both proc-

The Vote on China’ 


In Friday night’s television debate Vice 
President Nixon said that “at the present time 
Communist prestige in the world is at an all- 
time low and American prestige is at an all 
time high.” He added: “Look at the votes in 
the United Nations over the last seven and @ 
half years; that is a test of prestige.” Less 
than 24 hours later the U.N. voted by the mar- 
rowest margin ever to support the United 
States in its effort to prevent debate on the 
admission of Red China. Only 56 per cent of 
the members voting backed the United States; 
in 1952 the percentage was 85. 

What does this mean? It means that the 


handwriting is on the wall and the longer the. 
United States refuses to read it the greater. 


the ultimate disadvantage to this country. 
The actual vote was 42 to 34, but there were 
22 abstentions, mostly the new African ma- 
tions. Fewer than half of those abstaining 
could have swung the balance. Last year, with 
82 members, the Assembly vote was 44 to 
bypass the issue and 29 opposed; there ‘were 
nine abstentions. Had all the abstainers voted 
for Red China in 1959 the total still would 
have been far short of a majority. 
a * ~ 


The shrinking United States victory margin 
demonstrates the truth of what Senator Morse 
later said, that the seating of Red China in 
the United Nations is inevitable. Mr. Morse, 
a delegate to the General Assembly supported 
the United States move to again shelve the 
question. But he asserted that since the Com- 
munists seem definitely headed for a U.N. 
seat the correct policy for the United States 
is to make use of what leverage still remains 
to obtain pledges as a condition of entry. 

This is what enlightened diplomats have 
been urging for a long time. The Communist 
regime has had undisputed control of China 
for nearly 11 years. The feeling has been 
growing that 650,000,000 Chinese cannot be 
kept out of the world organization indefinite- 
ly; many neutral nations think that if Red 
China were a member it would be more 
amenable to world pressure. The late John 
Foster Dulles once argued that all nations 
should be U.N. members. We cannot believe 
many persons will be impressed by Chiang 
Kai-shek’s latest forecast that his army will 
be able to reconquer the mainland in three 
to five years. 

The point Senator Morse makes is that the 
United States should use its bargaining power 
to gain something. If China wants to become 
a U.N. member it might well agree to bargain 
over the withdrawal of United States opposi- 
tion. Perhaps concessions could be obtained 
in the Formosa Strait. Details would have to 
be developed in diplomatic negotiations. Ob- 
viously, United States bargaining power is 
less today than it was when this country had 
more support for its position. The conces- 
sions that may now be obtained would be cor- 
respondingly less valuable. The Chinese can 
read the handwriting as well as we, perhaps ~ 
better; it may be too late for really effective 
bargaining.

It is not too late, however, to begin inten- 
sive study of the problem. Other members 
of the United States U.N: delegation are said 
to be privately in agreement that considera- 
tion should be given to Senator Morse’s views. 
It is not necessary that a public reversal of 
policy should be proclaimed. Discussions 
should be carried on privately, at least at first. 
What is needed is a formula that would dispel

Amendment Na. ! 


The first of several state constitutional 
amendments on the Nov. 8 ballot undertakes 
to cope with a situation that Missourians may 
hope will never come to pass.

Amendment No. 1 permits the Legislature 
to call itself into session, to fill public offices 
when necessary and to adopt legislation to 
assure the continuity of state government 
in case of enemy attack upon the United 
States. Even then the amendment provides, 
as a safeguard against arbitrary use of au- 
thority, that elections must be called as soon 
as possible. 

Gov. Blair believes the state ought at least 
to have such limited emergency powers in 
reserve.

Europe’s New Court Opens 


It is especially appropriate that Europe’s 
latest advance beyond national sovereignties’ 
should be concerned with civil liberties. This 
came with the opening of the case of Gerard 
Richard Lawless vs. the Irish Republic in 
Strasbourg, the first case brought before the 
European Court of Human Rights. 

Formed some months ago by the 15 mem- 
bers of the Council of Europe — although one 
member, France, has not yet ratified the ht- 
man rights convention — the court is em- 
powered to hear cases brought by individual 
citizens, and its decisions are binding even 
on governments.

One of the most eloquent testimonials to 


that effect comes from Francis Boyer, chair- 
man of the board of Smith, Kline & French 
Laboratories, one of: the half-dozen biggest 
drug houses. Mr. Boyer said his company 
found by shopping “a significant number of 
stores in several cities” that 35 per cent of 
the drugs manufactured by the smaller 
houses were substandard. He cited a test of 
a single drug which showed that 47 per cent 
of the samples tested were substandard. 

Mr. Boyer’s only suggestion as to what to 
do about this is that doctor and patient should 
deal exclusively with his little trade-marked 
oligopoly. It bothers him not at all that sub- 
standard drugs would continue to be taken 
by many patients. It bothers him less that 
those who fared better might be paying sev- 
eral hundred per.cent premium to do so. 

Even then they could not be sure. The 
editorial director of Consumers Union, Mrs. 
Mildred Edie Brady, has testified that there 
is no evidence brand names guarantee quality. 
The only acceptable solution for the problem 
of substandard quality and potency in drugs 
is stiff government inspection and the cer- 
tainty of an eventual public crackdown on 
violators. 


A Point Worth Making 

Senator Fong of Hawaii, who traveled 
through Asia not long ago, has been telling 
audiences that he- found discrimination 
against racial minorities in the very coun- 
tries that talk loudest about equality in the 
United Nations. “We in America have shown 


the way people of diverse origins have been - 


able to work together with equal. protection 
of the law; I hope that these nations will take 
a lesson from us,” the Senator says. This is 
a welcome commentary in view of the anti- 
American propaganda that is frequently 
based on United States difficulties in ending 
segregation. It is especially significant com- 
ing from Mr. Fong, whose father emigrated 
from China and who therefore knows where- 
of he speaks. 


A Nudge for a New Airport 

As St. Louis and the county slowly move 
in the direction of co-operation on a badly 
needed secondary airport, the land available 
is getting scarcer and more costly. Yet there 
are good sites available now and all that is 
needed is initiative for acquiring the land. 

In this direction the Metropolitan Chamber 
of Commerce has made an offer to both city 
and county. ‘The Chamber offered the serv- 
ices ‘to-operation of its non-profit agency, 
the Industrial Development Corporation, in 
obtaining options or otherwise aiding in the 
development of a secondary airport. Mayor 
Tucker and St. Louis County Supervisor Mc- 
Nary determined last Sept. 30 that joint city- 
county operation of a secondary airport would 
be desirable and without legal obstacles. 

The two main sites now under considera- 
tion are Howell Island and Weiss Airport. 
The Federal Aviation Agency has not yet 
given its approval for Howell Island as an 
airport. Weiss Airport, in which the City 
Airport Commission is interested, would have 
to be enlarged and the land that would 
needed for this purpose already is wanted 
for real estate development. If the city and 
county would agree on Weiss, which has ad- 
vantages over Howell as a secondary field, it 
would be a big step forward and one that 
would mean relief for crowded Lambert-St. 
Louis Field, 


Missouri’s Obscenity Case 

The United States Supreme Court has given 
itself an opportunity to set further ground 
rules for state and local anti-obscenity laws 
by agreeing to hear a Missouri case. This 
Case involves the seizure and later destruction 
of 100 publications seized from Kansas City 
s in 1957. The publications were de- 
stroyed after a judge found them obscene. 
The Missouri Supreme Court later upheld the 
State “obscenity statute and concluded that 
the -100 publications involved a prurient 
interest. . , 
In the 1957 Roth case the federal Supreme 
Court first set this “prurient interest” stand- 
ard. That is, the high court found that ma- 
terial to be obscene had to appeal to the 
prurient interest.of the average person judged 
by contemporary community standards. Then, 
last March, the court added a footnote, in the 
Smith case, by striking down a Los Angeles 
law because it made dealers liable for obscene 
books regardless of whether they knew the

Finally, Kennedy said candid- 
ly, as a practical political mat- 
ter the Southernets might fili- 
buster the bill to death’ unless 
they got jury trials. 

IN THE FACE of scorn from 
civil rights groups, Kennedy 
stuck to this position luring the 
existing debate. A few liberal 
Democrats like John O. Pastore 
of Rhode Island and Henry Jack- 
son of Washington, and the solid 
phalanx of Southerners gave the 
amendment enough votes to put 
it over, 51 to 42, The whole civil 
rights bill — or what was left 
of it—passed by a heavy ma- 
jority a few days later.

A. Everybody should take vitamins every 
day to help them feel their best and to pre- 
vent vitamin shortage. | 


Q. What kind? 


A. A multiple vitamin formula that meets 
or exceeds the Minimum Daily Require- 
ments endorsed by an agency of the U. S. 
Government is the best choice for most 
people, ineluding children. Any need for a 
more potent therapeutic formula or mas- 
sive doses of any single vitamin should be 
determined by a physician. 


Q. How often? 


A. Multiple vitamins should be taken reg- 
wlarly every day with meals.

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Q. Should childrentale vitamins? 


A. All children must get. enough vitamins 
regularly ... for strong healthy bones and 
teeth, for normal growth and development, 
for normal alertness. But many do not get 
enough vitamins from meals because of 
inadequate diets. In, one study of 7,363 
children, 73% did not have satisfactory 
diets, based on recommended menus of the 
National Research Council. So it is espe- 
cially important that children take supple- 
mentary vitamins! 


Q. Why can’t you be sure of getting 
enough vitamins from meals alone? 


A. Because we tend to eat what we like 
instead of what is good for us; because 
some foods are just naturally short in vita- 
mins and because there are many ways in 
which some of the vitamin content of vari- 
ous foods may be lost. 


Q. How can you tell if you have a vita- 
min shortage? 


A. When the body becomes dehydrated, 
thirst gives us warning. When, the body 
becomes undernourished, hunger makes us 
know it.

A. Principally that vitamins are essential 
to our well-being —and that vitamin short- 
age can handicap the normal growth and 
development of children—rob adults of 
normal energy —lead to vitamin deficiency, 
a serious illness, 


Q. Is it really true that many people 
in the United States suffer from Vita- 
min Shortage? 


A. Definitely! In a recent survey by the 
U. S. Dept. of Agriculture, approximately 
1 out of 4 people had a vitamin shortage! 


Q. Does your need for vitamins ever 


cease? 


A. Through infancy, childhood, adoles- 
cence, the “teens”, maturity, the middle 
years and old age—you never outgrow 
your need for vitamins. 


Q. Should you take vitamins when on 
a weight-reducing diet? 

A. Positively! When you’re cutting down 
on calories, you may also be cutting down

For example: peas and 
beans lose up to 48% of their B Vitamins 
in cooking; carrots as much ag 65% of their 
Vitamin C; and milk, if left in bright sun- 
light, up to 85% of its Vitamin Ba. 


Q. Is the shortage of just one vitamin 
really so important? 


A. Yes, because a diet is deficient if it 


lacks just one essential nutrient, even 
though it is abundant in all others. Since 
essential vitamins cannot replace each 
other, the lack of just one can cause a 
vitamin deficiency disease. 


Q. Isn't an overdose of vitamins dan- 
gerous? 


A. Any excess of water soluble vitamins 
B and C are thrown off as waste day by 
day. An overdosage of Vitamins A and D 


can occur if many tablets are taken for a 


long period of time. However, there-is-ne 
case on record of toxicity resulting from 
taking supplemental vitamin tablets = 
recommended doses.

If Lincoln and Douglas were looking down from 
the heavens on this historic continuation of their great 
precedent, I think one aspect that might have struck 
them both was the absolute humorlessness of both 
candidates in these affrays. There hasn’t been a 
single witty sally yet from either candidate. It seems 
almost. impossible that they could get through two 
hours of these contests without a single spark of 
é humor but that happens to be the case. 

Where the Vice President flashed a smile in the most 
| unlikely places in. the first. go around, he smiled hardly at 
all in this.. Neither did Kennedy. It was a very weighty 
c affair. ‘But, where: Kennedy was reasonable, Nixon was emo- 
tional and, while this isn’t good debating, it’s very effective 
¢ politics. Nixon has used rampant emotionalism with stunning 
effect on television before, the celebrated case of his little 
dog and his wife’s cloth coat, and possibly this will carry 
weight again. 

The lighting and arrangements were a little less austere 
than the first time, though still severe. Again the candidates 
spoke directly to the camera which is the least attractive 
angle most people have. I personally felt a little relief when 
the cameras showed cross shots of both candidates, deflecting 
the unremitting stare of the candidates eyes in my living 
room. 

Just as a show, I found this one fascinating. The range 
—from Cuba to taxes to Quemoy to education—was tremen- 
dously impressive and marvelously informative.

She Helps Families Solve Their Problems 


Dr. Evelyn Duvall Finds Girls Now Prepare for 


EMS to be little doubt in view of the Sindlinger -

THE QUESTION TEEN-AGE GIRLS ask the counselor more 
than any other is, “How can I get rid of ‘good old Joe’?”’ 

“There’s nothing wrong with him. He hasn’t done anything. 
He’s just always hanging around,”’ Dr. Evelyn Millis Duvall says 


in describing “good old Joe.” 


“And it isn’t just the girls who have 


off a romance,” she adds. “Boys often ask, ‘How can I get my 
girl back into circulation? I know she’s given me the best weeks 
or months of her life but isn’t there any way I can break off and 


still be a gentleman?” 

Dr. Duvall has made a career 
of advising teen-agers and their 
parents on the multitudinous and, 
to them, monumental problems 
of youth. Last week she came to 
St. Louis to open the new Family 
Life Series programs at the Mid- 
County Branch Y.M.C.A._ in 
Brentwood. Consultations with 
Hi-Y, Tri-Hi-Y and parent groups 
fortified her belief that it isn’t 
easy to be young today. 

“Members of the younger gen- 
eration have to juggle a number 
of pretty big balls simultaneous- 
ly,” she says. “They must keep 
them going, keep from dropping 
them and at the same time keep 
their own equilibrium.” 

There was a time when a high 
school girl’s only problem was 
how to grow up attractively and 
the college girl debated whether 
to have a career or marriage. 
Today the younger girl ponders 
how she can balance career, 
marriage, community participa- 
tion and how early she should 
Start. 

“It’s a big problem for the girl 
today to decide whether it’s wise 
to get engaged before she’s out 
of high school, especially if she’s 
of college caliber,’ Dr. Duvall 
said.” It isn’t easy for a girl to 
turn her back on marriage in 
this day and age when marriage 
is such a widely publicized value. 

“And yet, many are saying, ‘If 
I don’t get my education now, I 
won't find it nearly as easy later 
on’”’ she continued. 


“High school girls have 
much more than boys on their 
minds, Girls more than ever 
today realize-they have a 
whole long life to live. They 
recognize and observe through 
their mothers’ examples that a 


ened by surveys which show 
that nine out of 10 women 


have some sort of outside job 
after they marry. The prob- 
lem is no longer whether to 
have a career or marriage but 
how to manage both.” 


Dr. Duvall. detects a trend 
away from the “going. steady” 
craze of a few years ago. 

“It was a phase that came 
along with the ‘togetherness’ we 
were all so sold on for a while,’’ 
Dr. Duvall said with a smile. 
“I think in many places it was 
one of the ways young people 
reacted to being plunged int 
huge consolidated «schools in 
which they felt a léss of identity. 
Going steady was a way of feel- 
ing safe and secure. 


‘“‘Now the young people them- 
selves tell us there are only 
two good times to go steady, 
when you’re starting to date and 
feel your own inadequacy and 
when you begin to take each 
other seriously as a permanent 
partner.” 

“Taking each other seriously” 
still occurs at a rather early age 
and Dr. Duvall thinks the early 
marriage will be with us as long 
as prosperity remains. 

*‘Long engagements, postponed 
marriages are products of de- 
pressions,” she said. “If, as is 
the case now, a kid can get a 
job right out of school and the 
girl expects to work, they can 
get married almost any time 
they decide. It’s pretty much a 


product of the state of the na- ° 


tion.” 

All studies, she hastened to 
add, indicate that too young 
marriages and too hasty court- 
ship end in distress.

‘Freating Hay F ever 


Dear Dr. Molner: 

CAN HAY FEVER make one’s eyes feel like they are 
burning—dry and achey? Some days | suffer so terribly with 
them that my stomach becomes upset. My nose also itches. 

I seem to be o.k. until I go to work each day, and then 
the trouble starts. However, it seems to clear up in the 
afternoon. 

I have tried taking antihistamines but they make me upset 
and sometimes. very. drowsy, so I would rather not continue 
with them. Would vitamins build up my resistance to this? 

I lived in two large cities before moving where I am now, 
and I never had this problem before. Is there anything I can 
do except move? E.P., 


Hay fever certainly can do just what you describe. 
It is most annoying. 

Antihistamines usually are helpful; since you can- 
not tolerate them, your problem is that much more 
difficult. If it is possible to install an electric air filter 
in your office—and you can keep your office closed, to 
prevent pollen from getting in—this may be a solution. 
Or consult an allergist so he can determine which 
pollens bother you. In that case, a series of desensitiz- 
ing shots beginning some months before the pollen 
season starts will be necessary. 


Dear Dr. Molner: 

MY HUSBAND claims that people go to doctors for ‘“‘every 
little thing,” and he refuses to go, although he has had a 
cough for over a year, and has spit up blood. He still claims 
it would be wasting a doctor’s time to be examined. I thought 
maybe a word from you would convince him.

NOW IN OCTOBER, the sun 
climbs Buford mountain notice- 
ably later each morning and 
drops behind our barn in the 
west a little earlier each eve- 
ning. More often than not when 
the thermometer 
stands at 39 degrees or there- 
abouts, and one of these days 
there will be white frost across 
the landscape. For the insects, 
that will be the end of summer— 
and for us, it will mean the last 
of the garden. So both we and 
the insects hope the frost holds 
off. 

As it is, black and yellow gar- 
den spiders still spin their great 
orb webs each night to glisten in 
the morning’s dew. And we find 
sweet peppers and eggplants still 
ripening—and pick okra and an 
occasional mess of butter beans. 
One day recently, John Cary 
came in with baskets of toma- 
toes that weighed 73 pounds. 


The morning chill does not 
last long. Soon the mist rises 
out of Saline valley and the 
sun climbs the blue sky and 
the air warms to make what 
duck hunters call a “bluebird 
day.” Indian Summer is just 
around the corner. Here and 
there the sassafras has turned 
and we find traces of color in 
some sugar maples. Poke ber- 
ries and elderberries hang in 
heavy clusters—and berries of 
the wahoo and bittersweet 
turn orange and soon burst 
open. Black haws start to 
turn and the berries on the 
buckthorn are frosty red. 
Along the creek the spice bush 
fruit is bright scarlet and true 
wild grapes and false “possum 
grapes” are ripening. 

Often at noon-time during this 
season we pack a basket with a 
sandwich and thermos of milk 
and hike to some favorite cor- 
ner of the farm; nor do these 
small journeys lack for adven- 
ture. On our last jaunt we went 
to the Huff field across the high- 
way, where I had recently been 
mowing. 

We drove along the field until 
we found a good shade, let Tiger 
and Sassafras out of the car to 
run, and set’up our camp chairs. 
A \ brown thrasher sang in the

a fine place for tracks and we 
read of a frog-hunting raccoon, 
a great blue heron that had 
probably stopped here for a tasty 
lunch, a wandering muskrat, and 
many small shore birds. There 
is also the track of a deer which 
stopped here to drink; not the 
big buck which we jumped out 
of a dead treetop several weeks 
ago, but a doe or spiked buck. 


Next we climbed the newly 
mown hill to a point that Ginnie
